DOWN IN THE TUBE

It’s 
said Clinton might make another appearance at 
the Artists and Writers Charity Softball Game in 
East Hampton on August 18. 


FIRE ON THURSDAY 

Hamptons Subway has fire hydrants on all of the 
platforms. But last Friday the one in Southampton 
didn’t work when needed for a trash fire in the 
tunnel just to the west of the platform. 

The fire was not big, but the motorman 
brought his westbound train to a halt with only 
the last car of the train still at the platform. 
Southampton Firemen arrived, attached a 
hose to the hydrant, then boarded the train 
with it and snaked it through all the cars to 
the front. There, the firemen pushed the 
nozzle out of the motorman’s window and 


relayed a shout backwards through the cars to the 
platform to turn the water on. Nothing happened. 
No water. Instead, passengers, eager to help, all 
handed off their water bottles—everybody carries 
water bottles these days—which went passenger 
to passenger, bucket-brigade fashion, to the fire 
fighters, who, braving the third rail, jumped onto 
the tracks and sprinkled the water on the blaze 
until it went out. 

As a result, Commissioner Aspinall has ordered 
all hydrants tested daily for the rest of the summer, 
medals issued to all fire fighters and passengers, 
and free water to everyone at the Southampton 
station until Labor Day. After the fire was put out, 
there was a 10-minute delay as the hose was un- 
snaked. The train then continued on. 


TRASH BASKETS BACK 

Another result of this small trash fire is the 
return of trash baskets on all the platforms. 
They had been removed just before Memorial 
Day as a cost-saving measure, combined with 
the belief that passengers, seeing there were no 


trash baskets, would just pocket their trash until - 


they got up to the trash baskets on the street 
corners above. That, apparently, has not been as 


successful as hoped. There remains a controversy 
among subway officials about whether returning 
the trash baskets will help. As a result, the 
trash baskets are back, but all have signs on 
them reading “PLEASE DO NOT USE TRASH 
BASKET.” Just ignore that. 


TOP CELEBRITIES BANNED

NORTHWEST UNREST OVER GLAMPING 

The Hamptons Police responded late Saturday 
night to calls reporting a disruption taking place 
at Kozy Korners campground in Northwest 
Woods. The campground has recently undergone 
a series of upgrades to allow for glamping—that 
is, upscale camping—on its campsites. “Kozy 
Korners used to be a place to go if you wanted 
to rough it,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “But Hamptons types don’t like to 
rough it, so they glammed the place up.” 

According to Hirsch, the modifications of the 
campsites included the installation of luxurious, 


individual bathrooms at each campsite featuring . 


hot tubs and bidets, the construction of elaborate 
outdoor kitchens with large gas grills and built- 
in refrigeration, and the provision of deluxe, 
climate-controlled tents with king-sized beds. 
“This was Kozy Korners’ first weekend of 
operation following the upgrades,” says Hirsch. 
“And apparently, things weren’t quite up to the 
standards the glampers were expecting.” A large 
group of angry glampers, outraged by what they 
considered substandard treatment, stormed the 
administrative offices of the campground, and 
the Kozy Korners’ management was forced to call 
the police to bring the crowds under control. 

“Tt all started with the Champagne,” says Kozy 
Korners’ Head Glamp Counselor Dennis Farber. 
“As part of the glamping experience, each glamper 
received a complimentary pour of Champagne 
upon arrival at their site. Unfortunately, our 
sommelier had miscalculated and the Champagne 
was too cold.” Farber explains that he took 


immediate action to apologize for the improperly ~ 


over-chilled beverage and promptly and publicly 
fired the sommelier, but “it got us off on the 
wrong foot. 


The discontent among the glampers mounted 
when those who had arrived with dogs found 
that the accommodations for their pets did not 
meet with their standards. “We didn’t anticipate 
that dog owners would expect valet parking 
for their dogs’ strollers,” says Farber. “When 
we announced that they would have to handle 
the disposition of the strollers themselves, they 
were severely displeased.” It was after this 
announcement that Farber noticed the glampers 
beginning to conspire amongst themselves. 
Matters came to a head on Saturday evening 
when, Farber says, the glampers objected to 


the quality of the chocolate provided for the 


s’mores. “We provided milk chocolate, which 
is traditional,” says Farber. “Unfortunately, the 
glampers were not happy with the cacao content 
of the brand we used.” The glampers took up 
torches and stormed the administrative offices 
of the campground. It was only the arrival of 
the Hamptons Police that convinced the furious 
glampers to disperse.

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Losing a Park © 


Town Trustees Bargain Half of Away to a Neighbor

n 1928, a farmer named David 

Halsey donated a_ .61 acre 
piece of waterfront to the Town of 
Southampton as a park for residents. 

The park, or what is left of it, is 
located on the eastern side of Rose 
Hill Road facing out onto Mecox Bay. 
It used to be a rectangle. Now, without 
any Sale of the property, it has become 
a flag lot about half the size it used to 
be. You go down a_ narrow 
driveway flanked by tall evergreens 
to a small patch of land about 
100’ x 100’, just large enough for three 
boat trailers to park side-by-side, from 
which boats can be slid down the ramp 
into the water. 

If you wanted to have a picnic and 
throw a Frisbee around where the 
lawn was, it’s gone. It’s now cut off by 


an impenetrable wall of evergreens, — 


behind which is the circular driveway 
of a large and gracious private home. 

AsIsaid,nopropertyhasbeensold. It’s 
the same half-acre on paper. But the 
Town Trustees signed a deal with 
the neighbor, Randy Frankel, that 
allows the property line to be moved 
temporarily in his favor so he can have 
a circular driveway. It’s on what was 
the park lawn. 

It’s a 15-year agreement, signed, 
sealed and delivered after being 
looked over by the Town attorney. It 
automatically renews for an additional 
15 years if each side agrees and abides 
by its rules. And it appears either party 
can only cancel it if the other doesn’t 
abide by these rules. 

Mr. Frankel has to agree to maintain 
the asphalt launching ramp. He must 
dredge the boat ramp at least twice a 
year, and obtain and pay for permits 
to arrange that. He needs to mow 
and fertilize the lawn (there does 
not seem to be much lawn anymore) 
and trim the bushes, plow the snow 


so boat owners can still get a boat | 


out, pay for required insurance, and 
comply with federal, state and 


local laws and regulations. He would not be in 
compliance with if he abandons the property set 
by the boundary line agreements, or fails to 
comply with any of the other provisions set forth 
in the agreement. 
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As for the Town Trustees, they must agree not 
to take back the quarter acre they just gave up. 

That this arrangement took place came up 
at a Town Board meeting a few weeks ago. It 
was signed in February. Trustee Bruce Stafford,

one of those who signed off on the 
arrangement, declared it was a good 
deal. The Trustees get to not have 
to pay to maintain the park and the 
ramp. Trustee Scott Horowitz said if 
Mr. Frankel puts new planting even 
one inch across the new agreed-upon 
line, they could have it torn out. 

The Town Board, which works in 
coordination with the Town Trustees, 
seemed amazed that the Trustees had 
given away half the property so they 
wouldn’t have to pay to take care of 
it. The Town said all the Trustees had 
to do was ask for the funding. They 
would have it. 

A trip down to this park shows no 
sign on Rose Hill Road about it being 
a park. It isn’t even identified as a boat 
ramp. There used to be a sign there 
indicating it was for public use. Now, 
a small sign, like a No Parking sign, 
reads “No entry without a Town Boat 
Launch permit.” So if you just want to 
enjoy this waterfront park, you can’t 
even go down the flag lot driveway 
anymore without getting a ticket. 

Cheers are in order for Mr. Frankel, 
it appears. He’s got a bigger front 
lawn with a turn-around now. And no 
noisy park-goers anywhere. Just an 
occasional boat launcher. 

There is such a thing as property 
takeover by “Adverse Possession.” In 
the State of New York, if you flagrantly 
and _ hostilely “possess” another 
person’s property so he can clearly see 
it and he doesn’t object to it for at least 
10 years, you can, under further other 
circumstances, claim it as your own. 

It’s suspect that this agreement is for 
more than 10 years. I wonder if the 
day before the 15 years agreed upon 
Mr. Kaplan will announce he’s ending 
it because of such and such, and in its 
place is invoking “adverse possession.” 
So now he'd own it. He would no 
longer be obliged to take care of the 
remaining launch ramp on the other 
side anymore. 

It does seem that it’s one thing to 
adversely possess property from your 


neighbor like this, but quite another to do it to a 
public park. Right? 

Well, there’s plenty of smart corporate lawyers 
who might want to tackle that issue should the 
time ever come.

A Former NYC Businessman to Live in Montauk Lighthouse

he Montauk Lighthouse was ordered 

built by George Washington in 1796. The 
war was over by that time and he was President. 
He felt that a light at the tip of Long Island 
needed to be built to warn mariners off the shore. 
It’s still there. 

The first Lighthouse Keeper was Jacob Hand 
of East Hampton. It was a lonely business. But 
somebody had to be there to aid any mariners 
in distress, provide shelter, food and water for 
them and get help. He also had to replenish the 
whale oil that lit the lens of the light in the tower 
when the time came and every week he needed 
to wind the mechanism that turned the light 
around. There was also the foghorn to maintain 
and sound when necessary. 

Jacob Hand was reprimanded by Thomas 
Jefferson in the early 1800s. Jacob had wanted 
to turn the job over to his son, Jared, without 
his son taking any competitive exam. Eventually,

Jared did take the test and passed it. He took over 
in 1812. 

It’s 120 steps up the octagon stone tower to 
the top. And that’s where most of the keeper’s 
business has to be done. Living quarters for the 
keeper and his family are in a separate building 
attached to the tower. There are two bedrooms, a 
living room and a kitchen. Supplies in those early 
days came out by horse and wagon. Being the 
Lighthouse Keeper was a government position. 

I may have met the last person-actually born 
in the Lighthouse. When I bought my house 
in East Hampton in 1977, it was one of two fishing 
camps side-by-side on two separate pieces of 
property. No one seemed to be living in the 
other fishing camp, but one day I spotted a man 
mowing the lawn there. I waved to him to say 
hello and we met at the hedge. He was Jonathan 
Miller, about 50 years old at that time. I found 
him very quiet and mild mannered. But he 
told me about himself. His father, Captain John 
E. Miller, had been the Lighthouse Keeper, and

his mother gave birth to him out there in 1921. 

He’d grown up there, was home-schooled by his 
mom and went off to college to study engineering. 
He worked for GE in Syracuse when I met him, 
which is why I hadn’t seen him around. He only 
came down to this fishing camp for two weeks in 
the summer, his summer vacation. Then maybe 
another weekend toward the end of summer. He 
lived alone. But he had had a son, now grown. 

Mr. Miller continued to come out to the camp 
for his vacation for about 10 more years. But 
then he stopped. I was told he had retired from - 
GE and was living in Stuart, Florida. Since he was 
no longer using the camp, I thought I’d like to 
buy it and make the two properties one. I wrote 
him letters, but he never answered any of them. 
I did finally get a letter from his son, who told 
me his dad had become a recluse and was out of 
contact with everyone. And no, the property was 
not for sale. 

This month, a new Lighthouse Keeper is taking 
over the job out there. A woman named Marge 
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Winski has been the Lighthouse Keeper, living on 
that second floor, for the last 31 years, but she is 
now moving to Maine. 

The new Lighthouse Keeper, who will be living 
out there alone, is 61-year-old Joe Gaviola, 
an ardent fisherman and businessman. He is 
retiring from the corporate world, where he was 
an investment advisor and corporate executive. 
For the past six years he has been the Chairman 
of the Board of Suffolk Bancorp in Riverhead. 
__ And before that he ran Inspiration Resources, a 

company with interests in the mining business. 
Offices were at 250 Park Avenue in Manhattan. 

“The job just came up when Marge left,” he 
told me. “I will be living there full-time. You can’t 
leave the lighthouse unattended. Though it is all 

. automated now, at night when no one is around, 
someone has to be there. There are valuable 
historic documents at the Lighthouse. There could 
be boat owners in distress. Sometimes people 
come on the grounds who have no business there. 

“I’m divorced. My two daughters are grown. This 
will be a dream for me, living at the lighthouse. 
I get a thrill every time I go up the hill to it. I 
know its history, was active in the effort of the 
Montauk Historical Society in buying it from the 
Coast Guard in 1987. My time is my own since my 
divorce, and especially since Suffolk BanCorp was 
taken over by People’s United Bank last year.” 

“Ts there WiFi?” I asked. “A phone? Cable?” 

“yup” 

“Are there fireplaces there?” 

“Two. They heated the living quarters. It hasn’t 
been much modified since about 1850. There 
is old electric wiring, which we have to replace. 
AT&T will be doing work there and also the 


Coast Guard, which, by contract, now maintains 


the light. They come here occasionally from 
their headquarters on Star Island, about six 
miles away.” 

“Could I come up and visit you? Maybe we 
could have dinner sometime.” 

I was thinking of the view up there. The hill 
upon which it sits is 100 feet above the rocks. The 
lighthouse is a further 80 feet up. You can see all 
the way to the horizon in every direction—three 
ways out across the ocean and the fourth to the 
road leading to downtown Montauk and the 
Hamptons. The sunrises must be incredible. And 
with the Historical Society owning the property, 
no real estate taxes. 

“You'd be amazed how many of my friends have 
called me asking if I’d like:some company since I 
agreed to take on this job.” 

“I'd be another,” I said. 

Joe Gaviola, the new lighthouse keeper, is 
not only a Wall Street investor anda lifelong 
fisherman, but is moving to the lighthouse as the 
culmination of a long life experience. 

Born and raised in Dix Hills, he threw 
his first surfcasting line into the Atlantic 
Ocean off the boulders at Montauk in 1960, 
when he was six years old. His parents had been 
coming out to vacation at the Snug Harbor 
Motel in Montauk. Soon afterwards, they bought 
property and built a vacation home on the shore 
of Lake Montauk. Both his parents loved Montauk 
in the summertime. 

But Joe found he loved coming out here all year 
round. And he loved fishing, both surfcasting and 
offshore. He came out every summer when he 
was in college in Rhode Island to work as a mate 
on the fishing boats. 


There were tragedies in his life in the late

1980s. His eldest daughter became critically ill. 
Although she completely recovered, he resigned 
from the corporate world when she became ill, 
and his wife, an attorney, also resigned, so the 
two could live with her in Montauk full time 
during her recovery. 

As a result, the pair decided to make a life for 
themselves in Montauk. He joined the Board 
of Suffolk BanCorp in 1992, and became its 
Chairman in 2012. 

He also started numerous businesses in 
Montauk. He opened Gaviola’s Market at the 
fishing village. He opened Finest Kind Wine & 
Liquors. He started up a business called Chris- 
Nic, named for his daughters. And he opened 
Atlantic East Realty. He also became a leader 
out at the fishing village, and together with 
John Gosman spearheaded the formation of the 
Montauk Harbor Association, which cleaned up 
the jumble of the fishing village signs, installed 
rustic street lights, put in sidewalks and worked 
to remove trash and junked boats, making it 
attractive for visitors. 

“Montauk now runs the biggest striped bass 
contest in the country,” he told me. 

He also took positions in the East Hampton 
Town government, which is the township that 
Montauk is in. 

He was chairman of the town finance board 
after the McGintee years, when the Town nearly 
went bankrupt. And he has served for six years on 
the Planning Board. 

Knock, knock.

In the 1960s: How “Dan’s Papers” Got its Name

t’s an odd name for a newspaper. At 
various times over the years, we have dealt 

with people calling to ask if Dan’s Papers sold art 

supplies or wallpaper. 

It’s an interesting story how we got our name. 

The first edition of what was to become 
Dan’s Papers was published in Montauk on 
July 1, 1960. I was 20 years old, between 
my sophomore and junior year of college, and 
thought that the town of Montauk ought to have 
a newspaper for the tourists in the summertime. 
I named it The Montauk Pioneer. 

After finishing college and three years of grad 
school, each year publishing the newspaper in 
the summer, I spoke to my father, who owned 
White’s Pharmacy in Montauk, and told him I 
couldn’t make enough money with just this little 
newspaper in the summertime, and so had an 
idea about what I could do for the rest of the year. 

“This past December, as you know, I went 
down to St. Thomas for a few weeks,” I told him. 
“I met a guy there who runs a launch business. 
He ferries tourists in an out from the ocean liners 
anchored offshore. He wants to sell the business. 
I would get his two launches with no money 
down. Just give him something from the profit 
every year for five years.” 

“What the devil do you want to do that 


for?” my father said. 

“Well, I have to work at something.” 

“Do what me and your mother do. We hire 
somebody to run the store, then take off for 
Mazatlan, Mexico for the winter.” 

“I can’t. I don’t make enough money to live 
on all year around with just the Pioneer in the 
summertime. And out of season, nobody is here.”

“So start a summer newspaper in East 
Hampton. Run them both at the same time, 
then come down to Mexico in the winter.” 

It was September. I thought it a great idea. 
But meanwhile, I had to face a winter without 


college and without much money. So I rented an 
apartment in New York City, got a job as a clerk in 
the city room of The New York Times, and from 
my apartment sent off cartoons to magazines that 
would buy them for $50 each. I also co-founded 
an alternative newspaper to cover the Lower East 
Side of Manhattan, which we called The East 
Village Other. 

Then, with the winter over, I moved back, not 
to Montauk, but to East Hampton. 

On July 1, 1966, the first edition of the 
East Hampton Summer Sun appeared from 
Amagansett to Bridgehampton. I felt I could no 
longer run it just from my parents’ house as I had 
done in Montauk. If I was going to publish in East 
Hampton, I should move there and get an office. I 
rented a big barn, a former horse carriage house 
behind the Amaden Gay Agency on Gay Lane 
next to the post office. I rented a small cottage on 
the highway, and bought a van that had windows 
all around to deliver the papers. And I put a small 
wooden sign reading “East Hampton Summer 
Sun” on a post at the street where the driveway 
led back to the carriage house. 

This gave me an idea. At the lumberyard I 
bought two wooden panels that I cut to exactly 
fit the inside of the two rear-side windows of 
the van. I installed them so they could be easily 
removed. On one side of each I painted the 
words “Montauk Pioneer.” On the other side I 
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painted “East Hampton Summer Sun.” When I 
was delivering in Montauk, the Montauk Pioneer 
side faced out to be visible in the windows. When 
I was delivering East Hampton, I’d turn the 
panels around. 


This was effective, but I think you can begin 


to see that something awkward was taking place. 


that needed to be attended to. For example, in 
my new office, how would we answer the phone? 
Montauk Pioneer? East Hampton Summer Sun? 

A secretary would be answering the phone. I 
asked the staff if they thought the secretary should 
answer the phone “Summer Paper Publications, 
May I Help You?” 

They looked at me funny. 

“I just like the way it sounds. Like Peter Pipes 
Picked a Peck of Pickled Peppers,” I said. 

They all groaned. 

I tried another idea. We’d incorporate. 

“Answer the phone Ink, Inc.” I said. 
the pig.” 

Another non-starter. 

Ron Ziel, who worked for me at that time as a 
reporter and salesman, said he had another idea. 

“Call it Dan’s Papers,” he said. “That’s what 
they are. If you were selling hot dogs, you might 
say Joe’s Hots. It’s sort of a variation on that.” 

And that’s how Dan’s Papers got its name. 

Within three years, I was publishing The 
Montauk Pioneer, The East Hampton Summer 
Sun, The Southampton Summer Day, The Sag 
Harbor Pilot, The Hampton Beach and The 
North Fork Free Enterprise, each weekly and 
each summer-only, entirely from that carriage 
house at first, and then later in a larger office on 
Main Street in Bridgehampton. 

“It’s like Nabisco,” I would tell people. “The 
product might be Cheerios or Mallomars or 
glazed donuts, but they’re all under the umbrella 
of Nabisco.” 

For the next seven years, I published the 
newspapers only in the summertime. I'd gotten 
married. I decided to do one better than my father 
and mother did as far as winter went. Instead of 
just going to one place, we could see the world. 
Pick a spot on the Earth in the fall, fly there 
and rent a house or apartment for four months 
from November to April. During those seven

years, we set up four-month headquarters in an. 


Indian village in Guatemala called Panajachel; 
Aix-en-Provence; St. Croix; Mazatlan (near my 
parents,); a Canary Island called Tenerife; Puerto 
Rico; and Maui. 

During this time, I noticed something 
strange. No matter what the newspaper said on 
the top of the front page, people referred to it as 
Dan’s Papers. 

One day, I did an experiment. I got a copy of 
The East Hampton Summer Sun and held it up to 
somebody. That name, East Hampton Summer 
Sun, was emblazoned in very large letters that 
took up almost the entire top half of the front 
page of the paper. Directly under the name, in 
tiny print, it said “One of Dan’s Papers.” 

“What is the name of this paper?” I asked. 

My friend looked right at this newspaper. 
Stared right at East Hampton Summer Sun. 


“That’s Dan’s Papers,” he said. 

So the next year, they were all Dan’s Papers. 
And here we are today, 58 years later, an 
enormous empire with a website, newsletters, 
social media, a glossy magazine and a 
division that produces events to which thousands 
come. We are still Dan’s Papers, but our 
corporate name is Dan’s Hamptons Media, to 
cover everything. 

Last Monday, the first 20 years of the 
publication, digitized, were placed on the 
website nyshistoricnewspapers.net. For the 
moment, you find them by their original names. 
Go to that site and read everything in every issue 
from 1960 to 1980. All searchable by keyword. 
Try “Great White Shark” or “Montauk Manor” or 
“Steven Spielberg.” 

So that’s how Dan’s Papers got its name. @&

WOODS LOOP TRAIL 
Camp Hero is secret. The park encompasses 
diverse landscapes, including heavily wooded 
areas, a long expanse of beachfront along the 
Atlantic Ocean, maritime forests, freshwater 
wetlands, and, of course, the historic military 
installation. An extensive system of trails 
sprawls throughout the park for hiking, 
biking and horseback riding. While everyone 
visits the WW II-era radar tower, most people 
pack up after that and miss, unbeknownst to 
them, the most spectacular aspect of the park— 
the bluff overlooking Turtle Cove. To get there, 
follow the 2.9 mile Point Woods Loop Trail. 
Along the way you'll pass ancient beech and oak 
trees, the remains of old military housing, an 
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intersection with the old Montauk Highway used 
to take visitors to Montauk Point. Finally, you'll 
come to an open field and a bluff 40 feet above 
the ocean, quite possibly the best view on the 
entire island. 


HITHER HILLS STATE PARK 
NAPEAGUE BCA 
Hither Hills State Park is, like Camp Hero, no 
secret. What some visitors might be unaware of, 
though, is the opportunity for bird watching there. 
The Napeague Bird Conservation Area (BCA) 
makes up the western portion of Hither Hills. 
The diversity of breeding birds in the BCA is high, 
including beach/dune species such as Piping 
Plover, Least Terns, American Oystercatchers 
and Short-eared Owls. Roseate Terns and Black 
Skimmers have bred there in the past. The area 
around Napeague Harbor is one of the few sites 
on the East End still occupied by Northern 
Harriers during the breeding season. The state- 
endangered/federally threatened Piping Plover 
nests at Hicks Island, Goff Point and Napeague 
Beach. If visiting, please be mindful of the birds 
and remember that most are federally protected. 


’ FORT HILL CEMETERY 

Situated on 30 acres overlooking Fort 
Pond, in the shadow of the historic Montauk 
Manor, Fort Hill Cemetery is often described 
by visitors as the most beautiful cemetery 
they've ever seen. The land is believed to be 
the former site of a 180-square-foot Montaukett 
fort, hence the name, where a battle took 
place in 1654—the presumed source of the 
old remains that have been found there. 
It’s said that many Montauketts were buried 
where they died just to the east of Fort Hill 
following a battle with the Narragansett tribe, 
which is why that area is sometimes referred to 
as “Massacre Valley.” 

The importance of the land is most evident at 
Council Rock, a large white quartz rock, once the 
center of tribal activity for the Montaukett tribe. 
A plaque on the site notes that tribal meetings 
were held there, often including representatives 
of all 13 tribes that inhabited Long Island.

Culture Shock, Coming Home with Comedian Des Bishop 


here is comedian Des Bishop from? This 

becomes complicated as you learn his 
life story. Today, you can usually find Bishop 
in New York or Dublin, but he was born and 
raised in Queens and spent his summers in 
Westhampton Beach. At age 14, Bishop went 
to boarding school in Ireland. He also attended 
college and launched his comedy career over on 
the Emerald Isle. 

After getting kicked out of Catholic school 
in Queens, a cousin living overseas joked 
that Bishop should attend boarding school 
in Ireland. What could go wrong, sending 
a teen with a drinking problem to Ireland? 
Bishop says, “It was a six-week suggestion 
into a life-changing moment.” In Ireland, a 
comedy club manager launched Bishop’s stand- 
up career by throwing him onstage at a show. 
“This guy that I knew was hosting a comedy 
show and one time he basically said, ‘look ’m 
going to put you on stage in two weeks time so 
get ready.’ The minute that I tried, that was it— 


everything changed and I knew this was what _ bes BIsHop 


I was meant to do.” Since then, Bishop has pri- 
marily toured Ireland but has also performed in China. 
Embarking on a journey from knowing “no 
Chinese to enough Chinese to do stand-up comedy” was 
Bishop’s goal for performing in China, but it became 
more than that. Not only was it a learning experience 
for him, it was just as eye-opening for the Chinese 
public. Stand-up isn’t the mainstay in China that it 
is in the United States—it may never be, due to the 
restrictions on what can and can't be said. In 
addition to censorship, the form itself is in the early 


development stages there. Bishop compares it to 
“pre-Lenny Bruce in Greenwich Village: they’re 
trying to figure out ‘What is this thing?” The whole 
premise for his Chinese shows started with his work in 
Ireland with The Des Bishop Work Experience. In 
2004 he worked minimum wage jobs to understand the 
challenges that the Irish working class faced, and how 
changes in immigration impacted the economy. In his 
next show, In the Name of the Fada, he tackled Gaelic 
in order to do a full routine in the language.

Breaking China is his show based on 
experiences working various jobs in China. He 
says, “I would greet people at the door on their 
way in and out, in order to learn the language 
at a restaurant.” 

Now he’s looking to expand his reach further. 
For his next act, he’s taking on Arabic. As he 
says, Arabic is “connected with loaded subjects 
such as Islamophobia, terrorism and cultural 
misunderstanding. It crosses many countries 
[such as Egypt, The United Arab Emirates, and 
Morocco] as well.” With this project, he hopes 
to show the everyday life of these cultures too. 
“You're looking for the things that bind us 
together as humans, and make jokes that 
everyone understands.” 

Bishop has dipped his toe in the United 
States comedy scene of late with a hilarious 
string of shows, and he is now on an extended 
American tour. Returning to the Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) on 
this tour is a happy homecoming for the multi- 
cultural comedian. He has never performed at 

the WHBPAC, but “used to watch movies there 
as a teenager. I’ve been coming out to Westhampton 
since 1989.” 

He’s ecstatic to be able to do a show that so many 
friends and family will be able to attend and, more 
importantly, when talking about the venue, he said 
honestly, “I wanted my name on the town.” 4.

he artworks are mostly untitled, often identified 

by number only. But Vincent Pepi’s expansive 
and wildly diverse output is anything but by-the- 
numbers. Usually brimming with eye-popping colors, 
Pepi’s paintings, watercolors, and drawings are the 
manifestation of what he calls a “musical gnc to 
visual art. 

“IT work with energy and emotion, Satting it 
spontaneously onto the canvas,” Pepi says, comparing 
his methods to jazz improvisation. And he’s gotten a 
lot of energy and emotion onto canvas in his 92 years— 
his output numbers close to 1,400 pieces, and reflects 
a wide range of emotional states. 

Eclectic Reflections, an exhibition of Pepi’s work, 
opens this weekend at the Remsenburg Academy, 
with an artist’s reception taking place on Saturday, 


August 4 from 5-8 pm. The galleries will showcase 
work from across Pepi’s seven decades as an active 
artist, including some pieces completed in the last 
few months. 

“I’ve always been very prolific,” says Pepi. “I tend 
to paint one after another—I work under a self- 
imposed pressure.” Like a jazz musician taking 
repeated, spontaneous passes over the same chord 
progression, Pepi often produces multiple takes of 
a basic idea in a single sitting. Images recur—Pepi 
has a penchant for painting heads, for example—but 
the moods are altered depending on color and 
density. And just as happens in jazz, the brightness 
and wideness of Pepi’s palette lightens what might 
otherwise seem like a strangely obsessive narrowness 
of subject.

Pepi, who has works in the collections of the 
Smithsonian American Art Museum, the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art, and the Heckscher Museum 
of Art, among other places, is associated with the New 
York School of abstract expressionists who took the 
art world by storm in the early post-war years. Many 
of the artists of the New York School were drawn to 
the same techniques of spontaneity that Pepi is— 
it’s a mode that came to be called ‘action painting.’ 
Some of those artists associated with the New York 
School, most famously Jackson Pollock and Willem 
de Kooning, made their way out to the Hamptons, but 
Pepi knew them more from when they hung around in 
Greenwich Village. 

“They liked to drink at the Cedar Tavern,” says Pepi, 
recalling drinking with them at that dive bar several 
times. “De Kooning was a very nice guy, and Franz 
Kline helped me quite a bit.” But Pepi did not follow 
the others out to the Hamptons at that time—in fact, 
he didn’t make his way East until 1999. 

Perhaps that was because he had become a family 
man. “I went to Rome from ’49-’51, and returned with 
a wife.” Pepi and his wife, Teresa, started a family and 
Pepi, who had attended the elite High School of Music 
and Art in New York City and had apprenticed as a 
commercial artist, started a business as a commercial 
artist, working in graphic design. It was extremely 
successful. “I had constant work with designing,” 
says Pepi. “I loved being active in both fine art and 
commercial art.” 

But in recent years, Pepi has been experiencing 
increased interest in his diverse fine art output. Large 
numbers of his works have been shown at the Quogue 
Gallery and at the Noted Gallery in Southampton, and 
have been snapped up by collectors. “I realized it would 
take time for my work to find its place,” says Pepi of 
the belated recognition, explaining that his varied 
output might have confused the public. “Early on, I 
wrote my own blurbs—tried to be more elaborate in 
explaining my work. But I decided I was not trying to 
create a manifesto. Ultimately, the paintings speak for 
themselves, and people will have their own answers to 
the questions.” 

And this makes sense. After all, what’s the meaning 
of a John Coltrane solo? Not even Coltrane could 
explain it in words. Like a Coltrane solo, Vincent Pepi’s 
spontaneous, improvisatory art resists explanation— 
it’s indescribably beautiful. (8

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The High Season by Judy Blundell Soats Above the Rest 


f ever there was a summer beach read specifically 

crafted for the East Ender, Judy Blundell has done 
it in the form of The High Season, the accomplished 
Young Adult novelist’s first foray into adult fiction. 

The High Season begins on Memorial Day weekend 
on the North Fork, where Ruthie Beamish, her almost- 
ex-husband Mike Dutton, and their teenage daughter 
Jem prepare for the “summer bummer,” the desolate 


nickname Jem has coined for when the family leaves 


their year-round house during the most expensive 
summer months in order to rent it out to various 
billionaires. In the case of this particular summer, 
said billionaire is Adeline Clay, the widow of a blue- 
chip artist—“Adeline wore a delicate blue-and-white- 
striped shirt with rippling oversized ruffles down the 


front, white jeans, sandals, and enormous sunglasses... 
Her outfit whispered, I am rich, and this is appropriate 
summer attire, because this is as beachy as I am 
willing to get’—who is accompanied by her stepson 
Lucas—“He must be about twenty-two or —three now. 
And every inch beautiful: wheat-colored hair, broad 
chest, narrow waist. Even from here she could tell he’d 
inherited his father’s startling light-blue eyes, the ones 
that photographed almost white.” 

Rather quickly after her summer-renter arrives, 
Ruthie begins to lose it all (as if she hadn’t almost lost 
her husband and almost lost her house already).

socialite with an uncanny ability to also permeate 
Ruthie’s personal life. Soon, the entire town of Orient 
is on the brink of unfathomable change. 

Blundell, a Long Island transplant from Brooklyn, 
writes smartly, sharply, and with astute purpose in 
every detail and subplot. Every sentence feels fully 
finished, intentional and expertly crafted. Not only 
does Blundell understand how to create plots and craft 
fine-tuned sentences, but also, rather intellectually, 
how to create worlds. And in The High Season, Blundell 
does just this. 

The Long Island—bred (or bound) will find that 
life here has been perfectly encapsulated, particularly 
the summers, in The High Season’s pages. And it’s 
not just the imagery Blundell has nailed—“This 


lovely, perfect village, neighbors who knew her, the © 


bluest hydrangeas, the best view on the North Fork” 
and “He gazed out at the bay, a powdery blue today, 
with a scattering of white sails skittering toward 
Bug Light. A rainstorm the night before had failed 
to clear the humidity, and the world had summery 
blurred edges”—with sharp and witty details only an 
East Ender could zero in on. Blundell ascribes to her 
main character the emotions that come with living in 
a grand place and yet, because of money, celebrity, 
or power, still doesn’t quite fit in (at least during 
the summers with the money, celebrity and power 
aspects). “All along the hundred miles of Long Island, 
from Manhattan to the East End, skeins of highway 
were traffic-snarled by eight in the morning. On the 
North Fork families were spilling out, stretching and 
inhaling after the dawn ride from Manhattan, parents 
having bawled at their children, still thickheaded with 
dreams, to pull on shorts and get the hell in the car. 
Barbecues were rolled out from the garage, convertible 
tops folded down, beach chairs snapped to. High above 
the creeping cars, helicopter blades purled the air as 
they carried the rich and the lucky to the Hamptons on 
the South Fork.” 

In The High Season, Blundell crafts place so 
brilliantly, so finely, that it too becomes a character— 
and not just the house Ruthie Beamish, Mike Dutton, 
and their daughter Jem have to leave behind but the 
East End itself.

Founer Libuaw to House Peter Marino Act Foundation — 


e knew he’d bought the place—we just didn’t 
know what he planned to do with it. Friday 
night, we got an answer: architect and art collector 
Peter Marino announced his plans to house his 
new Peter Marino Art Foundation at the Rogers 
Memorial Library on Jobs Lane, Southampton. 
During the opening reception for Counterpoint: 
Selections from The Peter Marino Collection at 
the Southampton Arts Center, Marino announced 
that the new foundation will feature a permanent 
public exhibition showcasing artworks from his 
collection as well as temporary shows from guest i| 
artists. Working together with the Southampton || 
Arts Center, educational programming will engage 
visitors, especially students, . 
Marino plans to restore the building, especially the 
interior, starting in fall 2019. “I was very distraught 
to see what has happened to the building,” Marino 
says. “Its architect, R.H. Robertson, designed a 
number of major buildings in Manhattan that you 
can still see—and in the former Rogers Memorial 
Library he designed one of the best buildings 
on Long Island. The interior unfortunately was 
never landmarked, so we will focus on restoring/ 
renovating that.” 

The old red brick building vaguely resembles a 
Swiss chalet, with more than one nod to the English 
Arts and Crafts Movement. The eminent architect 
R.H. Robertson, a Southampton citizen and 
secretary of the new Shinnecock Hills Golf Club 
designed it in 1895. The interior was and is light and 
airy, with skylights and a curved staircase. Marino 
says he particularly loves “The whimsical neo-gothic 
exterior, full of carved, charming details.”

common in Southampton, but before the Rogers © 
Memorial Library opened, nothing on its scale—with 
room for 20,000 volumes—had been thought of in 
the area. Yet the collection soon began to outgrow 
the space. In 1915, Grosvenor Atterbury added on to 
the building, and by the 1980s, serious thoughts of 
moving or expansion were again necessary. The new 
library, on Coopers Farm Road, opened in 2000, 
and the building was then used by the Parrish Art 
Museum next door, until it moved to its new home. 
The dignified old brick edifice was then sold and sat 
empty for some years, until online retailer One Kings 
Lane set up shop a year ago. 

The building was then sold again last summer 
for $5.25 million. The purchaser was “Bronze Box 
LLC,” with an address recorded to architect and art 
collector Peter Marino’s Southampton office. So no 
surprises on the new owner. (Also, Marino is known 
for Fire and Water, an exhibition of his sculptural 
bronze boxes at London’s Gagosian Gallery.) 

We're delighted that Marino plans to restore this 
treasure as well as give back to the community via 
his new art gallery. “The building will be restored 
to the original intention of its generous founder and 
save the village from further commercialization,” 
Marino comments. “I am looking for support from 
everyone from the East End of Long Island; I believe 
it’s the right thing to do.” g@
